He v, ill probably say Munsey's. Then ask him who the 
buyers are. He will probably tell you they are the class 
of people who do not think oft more serious things than 
the silly tales of love aiBj [adventure. 


But going; back to the subject of the better written 


magazines—those without the highly illustrated interiors 
and the artistic cover-designs; those with real worth be- 
twcpii the pages, the work of literary men and women— 
where are the readers of a few years ago, who made pos- 
sible their profitable publication?
